IN  MEMORIUM 


The  following  remarks  were  mode  at  the  dedicatior^  of  the 
picture  of  Lydia  Kavanagh  by  George  Lane,  and  are 
appropriate  here,  for  the  staff  of  the  1983  Lamp  would  like  to 
dedicate  the  1983  yearbook  to  the  memory  of  Lee  Kava- 
nagh. A  teacher  who  was  a  role  model  for  all  of  us  to  follow. 

One  never  came  away  from  even  the  most  casual  en- 
counter with  Lee  without  feeling  enhanced,  without  having 
learned  something  useful,  or  something  instructive  or  divert- 
ing —  even  a  gentle  correction  of  one's  Italian  pronunication 
—  or  as  a  colleague,  feeling  a  bit  more  encouragement 
and  satisfaction  in  one's  calling,  a  bit  more  professional  for 
having  talked  with  her. 

All  of  us  have  our  private  recollections  of  Lee,  our  favorite 
memories  of  her.  I  told  Judy  a  while  ago  that  I  even  had  — 
until  now  —  my  favorite  picture  of  her,  not  a  good  picture,  or 
even  a  very  clear  picture,  since  Lee  is  only  partly  visible  in  it. 
It's  a  clipping  from  a  tabloid  Boston  newspaper  of  thirteen 
years  ago,  showing  Lee  surrounded  by  her  students  and 
colleagues  standing  in  the  rain  outside  Potter  Hall  in  a  time  of 
distress  and  confusion  that  was  part  of  the  growing  pains  of 
the  college.  That  clipping  is  up  on  my  office  wall  today 
because  it  reminds  me  of  a  side  of  her  that  complemented 
her  other  qualities  as  teacher  and  scholar  and  colleague 
and  friend  and  advisor:  Lee  had  immense  integrity;  she 
loved  Lasell  and  stood  up  for  what  she  saw  as  the  positive 
values  of  due  process  and  student  responsibilities  and  stu- 
dent rights. 

She  was  no  rebel  rouser  —  I  cannot  think  of  anyone  who 
less  typified  the  popular  conception  of  a  "militant" — but  she 
was  not  afraid  of  controversy  or  of  orderly  exchange  of 
ideas.  When  she  added  her  gentle  strength  to  a  cause,  one 
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could  be  sure  she  had  sifted  through  every  aspect  of  the 
issue  with  a  ruthless  intelligence,  and  comitted  herself  to  the 
course  she  believed  to  be  right.  In  the  moral  and  profes- 
sional aspects  of  her  life,  as  in  the  unbelievable  physical 
agony  she  endured  these  past  several  years,  she  exempli- 
fied for  us  the  meaning  of  Hemingway's  famous  definition  of 
courage  as  "grace  under  pressure." 

Her  humor  and  her  sense  of  proportion  and  her  clarity  of 
vision  never  failed  her.  I  remember  Lee  often  enough  in 
moments  of  exasperation  and  defeat  (but  never  dispair!) 
when  it  seemed  the  whole  academic  world,  or  at  least  a  tiny 
part  of  it,  had  gone  mad,  drawing  of  the  folk  wisdom  of  her 
native  land  and  uttering  the  most  pungent  imprecations  and 
malediction  upon  the  forces  of  darkness  —  whomever  they 
may  have  been  at  the  time  —  but  always  elegantly 
couched  in  the  language  of  Dante.  My  own  very  profound 
regret  is  that  I  never  availed  myself  to  sit  in  one  of  her 
courses;  they  must  have  been  quite  wonderful  indeed. 

She  loved  this  college;  what  it  is  and  what  it  could  be,  and 
she  cared  deeply  for  the  people  who  worked  for  it  and 
wanted  to  make  it  better,  including  of  course  those  under 
her  tutelage,  her  students.  One  could  see  what  a  magnifi- 
cent gift  she  had  for  bringing  out  the  best  of  people  in  the 
International  Fair  she  organized  each  spring  for  so  many 
years,  bringing  together  students  and  cultural  traditions  of 
many  nations  under  one  roof,  reminding  us  ultimately  of  the 
fundamental  unity  and  solidarity  of  the  human  race. 

Her  work  here  is  finished,  but  none  of  us  can  forget  the 
vitality  she  brought  to  it  or  the  joy  she  felt  at  the  opportunity  to 
enlighten  and  awaken  developing  minds  to  the  richness  of 
life  in  the  pursuit  of  learning."
